GUEST EDITORIAL 


A RIDER SPEAKS OUT 


Iread with interest,in the August 
17 issue of Cycle News, an article 
by Mr. Bob Schwartz wherein he ad- 
vocated a national organization be 
set up to protect the motorcycling 
organizations from unfair and hastily 
contrived legislation. 

I have had this in mind for some 
time and felt that something should 
be done in this regard. The question 
of who would “bell the cat” is an- 
other matter. A rider of many years 
and a member of AMA but a few, I 
have noted with much dismay, the 
complete disorganization at many 
many MC events, despite the efforts 
of a few to make things run smooth- 
ly. I like, among other events, Poker 
Runs but the best of these are mass 
confusion. This is in no way a slur 
on the hard-working club members 
who put these on. It just seems as 
if the average rider doesn’t give a 
damn unless it happens to be his 
club that is putting on the run. With- 
out the efforts of Bill Miller and 
others who are dedicated, nothing 
would ever get straightened out. Bill 
has solved many a problem and kept 
things running smoothly. 

Nevertheless, we have a national 
organization and district organiza- 
tions that should be the ones to help. 
I like what the AMA stands for but I 
am not impressed with the represen- 
tation we get. We have many fine 
members in all areas who do more 
for us than the whole national organ- 
ization put together. People like 
William Bagnall, Gordon Jennings, 
Earl Flanders just to mention a few. 
I was amazed when I first made ap- 
plication to AMA to find out that the 
membership fee was a meretwo dol- 
lars. After a while I felt that two 
bucks worth was all I got. 

I spend around four dollars a 
month on motorcycle publications 
just to keep up with the latest news 
and do a little armchair riding. Rich 
I’m not, but I’d pay, and gladly, an 
extra few dollars per year to the AMA 
for the privilege of having their 
officials do a little lobbying in my 
behalf. I know this will make a lot 
of people scream. The idea of some- 


thing going up in price doesn’t make 
anyone happy. But just think, two 
dollars per member, all over the 
United States adds up to a lot of 
financial power in our behalf, and 
there are dozens of ways to do it. 

Outside of each AMA member 
paying an extra two dollars, and I 
use this figure as an example only, 
the clubs can, during their member- 
ship drives, give up one of their 
weekly beer-busts and afford the 
extra money for all of the members. 
Dealers can be encouraged to sub- 
scribe to a fund to aid the AMA 
lobbyists and thereby do themselves 
a lot of good in the way of favorable 
publicity and in increased sales 
when people find out that they can 
buy a motorcycle and not have. to 
load it with a lot of. useless safety 
devices that the misguided law- 
makers of our country have saddled 
us with, 

Mr. Schwartz mentioned the fact 
that promoters of sanctioned AMA 
events should set aside a fraction of 
their profits for this fund. This should 
be the case. I don’t feel that pro- 
moters are bloodsuckers; they are 
entitled to their help. Motorcycle 
riders of all varieties are the ones 
who are responsible for their bank 
balances.I might note here that there 
is no pun intended toward the few 
promoters who have gone bust, but 
you can’t have one-hundred percent 
success in anything. 

Mr. Schwartz has the right idea 
and I second his motion. If we can’t 
accomplish this on a national basis, 
let’s do it by state, district or coun- 
ty just as long as we get the job 
done. If I had the time, I’d be glad 
to be the one to do a little lobbying. 
At this time, the best I can do is to 
keep writing to my senators and 
other representatives and ask their 
help. 

If this thing gets off the ground, 
just let me know where to send my 
two bucks (ormore) andyou've got it.

WHAT HAS MISTER CRAZY GOT THAT THE HELLS ANGELS HAVEN'T? 


“The way you ride, they ought to call you crazy” someone said to Jim 
Nicholson last Friday night. 

“Then call me MISTER Crazy,” Number 28 Expert responded, with a 
frown and a grin and a wink and a squint. Then he went out and won the 
Main Event. 

It was crazy. Even the Ascot insiders, who, if they could spot merit in 
horseflesh as well as they recognize it in men, would become rich at the 
parimutuel windows, were surprised. 


Across the street a new Hells Angels picture was playing to a capacity 
crowd. A gang of psuedo outlaw kids on choppers were turned away from the 
movie and decided to try at the Ascot box office. They’d been met at the 
gate by more police cars than Evel Kneivel could jump. 

Didthey know that their choppers were actually clown versions of speed- 
way machines? Even their sleeveless jean jackets are but awkward copies of 
the racing jumper. The tall sissy bars are the extreme evolvement of old-time 
racing grab handles. Likewise the skinny tires and tiny tanks, consciously 
or unconsciously were copied from the speedway bikes. Or at least so Von 
Dutch says, and he should know. The kids’ machines are neither heroic nor 
prosaic but, like their minds, are a confusion of half-understood symbols and 
misplaced reality. 

Reality is happening on the track, where there are no brakes, no rules, 
and apparently no limits. Men who are not afraid to test their courage against 
the risk of nothingness come to Ascot to merit respect. They don’t make 
movies and they don’t sing songs about them. 

So Nicholson’s deeds will probably go unsung in popular mythology. But 
the crowd who saw it that night will always remember that they participated 
in a historic race. Each time on the track Nicholson evolves a new technique, 
weekly adding to his bag of tricks, constantly improving his racing style. 

He has been described as riding like “a sloppy Bart Markel.” With his 
carom drives off the crashwall and his elbowing insistence that compels 
tivals to let him pass, “Mr. Crazy” does resemble the early Markel. The 
control is there. 

Contrast the desolate “outlaws” with their hungry need for disapproval. 
Has any of them what it takes to make an Ascot Main Event? We doubt it. 

It is no easy matter to put back the best racers in the land when the big 
money goes to the winner. On the track anything goes..They can put you in 
the wall or run over you. They can “psyche you out.” Last season Nicholson 
had a clash with the crashwall and spent the rest of the year in Topanga 
thinking about it. A lot of people said he wouldn’t be back, but he surprised 


them then, too. 
Doesn’t Look Back 


After spending the early part of this season making a Velocette perform 
like it never should, Nicholson was given a better ride on the Joe Dudek 
Triumph. Pulling a toothy gear, he gets off the line rather slow. Once under 
way, he rides an orbit all his own, farther out from the pole than Ascot con- 
siders prudent. He seems to head straight for the crashwall but squares it 
off in.the nick of time to shoot across the bows of opposing riders while they 
blink in disbelief. Cameras flash, women scream, race fans simply shake 
their heads saying “crazy.” 

At 23, Nicholson is just coming into his powers. He never looks back, 
as champion Joe Leonard advised him, “except when you try something new, 
then look back to see how much you gained by it.” 

By contrast, his opponents stare behind them as long as Mr. Crazy is 
there. He’ll be there again next Friday night, too. You really ought to be 
there to see it. Ascot Park, corner of the Harbor and the San Diego Freeways, 
in South L.A. $

A torturing and tedious track 
awaited those mountain goats who 
chose to ride in the Hi-Jinx Jack- 
Ass Enduro Relay of August 13. 
Even jack-asses could hardly have 
made it. Besides the obstacle 
course, the almost-100-degree heat 
at Riverside made the three-hour 
test of endurance even more gruel- 
ing.

The only restrictions of the en- 
tries were that any one bike could 
not have more than 125cc total dis- 
placement and that the combination 
of bikes could not exceed 225cc 
total. Otherwise anything went — 
and did.

Ceremonies Start 

The start of the race was quite a 
beautiful ceremony. When the flag 
went down, sixteen brave runners 
rushed, “batons” in hand, vi et armis 
toward their partners about 50 yards 
back up the track. The “batons” 
consisted of white, garter-like, 
elastic bands to be placed on the 
rider’s left arms, Runners removed 
themselves from the area of the 
track as soon as possible, for very 
obvious reasons. Then the contest- 
ants started their engines and per- 
formed a flat-out dive into a sand- 
bottomed gully that marked the first 
section of the course. 

The teams were allowedto change 
riders and cycles at willat a special 
area marked off for just that purpose. 
Still, the aforementioned “baton” 
requirements had to be met. 

Fifteen teams started the race, 
and seven were still riding as the 
3-hour time limit was reached. The 
course proved too grueling for most 
of the bikes as one after another 
expired. Some finished the race by 
trading off on one bike after begin- 
ning.the relay on two. It was a tired 
crew that finished the race. Even 
the bikes were exhausted (a little 
pun there, folks). 


Bud and Bill Break Jinx 

In the winners’ circle were Bud 
Denslow and Bill O’Neill riding Ya- 
mahas. Both men are members of the 
Hi-Jinx Family Motorcycle Club. 
Both are expert riders and proved it 
at Riverside, as no one who attended 
the race will dispute. Equally de- 
serving of the win, but slightly less 
lucky, were second place team C.L. 
Mackie and Fred Mendez, both on 
Honda S90s and of the Hi-Jinx. The 
first two places changed back and 
forth several times during the test of 
endurance. One or the other team 
led throughout most of the race. 
Neither Bud nor Bill has won a race 
of late due, for the most part, to 
mechanical difficulties involving 
their machines. They demonstrated 
that they are not losers, in spite of 
past problems.

It takes all kinds of people, and 
a wide variety of skills, to keep the 
world of motorcycling whirring. 

Not everyone can be a speed 
demon on the roads and tracks, as 
R.L. Sprayberry of Bakersfield, 
Calif. decided. 

“I became interested in cycling 
about five years‘ago,*he said, “with 
a very small bike. Almost before I 
realized it I had a 900cc machine. I 
quickly learned through trial and 
error that being a road rider was not 
for me. Since I wanted to stay with

bles races. I was too old to race my- 
self, I decided, but I did recognize 
the tremendous enjoyment I experi- 
enced in tuning a 100cc and under. 
This was for me. 

“JT feel that it takes a lot more 
time and effort to tune a small bike 
because of the cubic inches. Truth- 
fully, I am in this sport for the self- 
satisfaction, accomplishment, and 
fun. 


Seven- Straight 

“We were very lucky on our first 
seven races. I often look back and 
wonder how we won seven straight. 
Everyone at the track seemed to be 
laughing at us. We were the green- 
horn rider and the greenhorn tuner. 
But, the explanation must be in 
Richard Newby, one of the finest 
young riders I have ever known.One 
of the dealers offered to sponsor 
him and Dick has been riding for him 
ever since. 

“After giving up my rider, I de- 
cided to allow my 10-year old son to 
start in the 50cc novice class. I 
really feel that his participation in 
cycling has made a better person 
and sportsman out of him. He has 
done fairly well for his age in com- 
petition. Thus far, he has won nine- 
teen 1st places, two 2rfi places, and 
one 3rd place in trophies. But, the 
greatest reward, at least.to me, has 
been that cycle competition has 
brought my son and me into a close 
and cooperative relationship. 

‘Right now my main concern for 
cycling is. to work for more and 
tighter rules for the safety of rac- 
ing, and more professional handling’ 
of these events. I do feel that there 
should be a complete revision of all 
A.M.A. rules and would like to see 
that such rules are strictly enforced. 

“TI expect that my son, D.W., will 
go into road racing. I expect that 
this is going to expand and grow in 
the U.S. in the year ahead because 
the scrambles tracks are getting so 
many riders and are so crowded — 
which is not the way in road racing.”

PART IV 


After passing Melones (named for the 
melon-shaped gold nuggets found here), 
the road descends into the picturesque 
gorge of Stanislaus River, with specta- 
cular views ofthe river on the way down. 
On the other side the road quickly 
climbs the precipitous slopes of the 
gorge and within 10 minutes we. were 
passing through Carson Hill. It was here 
in November of 1854 that the biggest 
nugget found in the U.S. was unearthed. 
Weighing outat195 pounds it was valued 
at $43,534. 

A “Real” Angel 

Another three miles and we stopped 
at Angels Camp for breakfast. George 
Angel discovered gold here which ac- 
counts for the name, Mark Twain, how- 
ever, made the town famous and a statue 
honoring him is located in the town park. 

Well fed and coffee’d up, we left 
Angels Camp and passed through a fair 
ly level section of country devoted to 
cattle and sheep ranching through San 
Andreas, the county seat of Calaveras 
County. 

Six miles north, we wound our way 
through some very scenic gulches and 
densely forested canyons near the town 
of Chili Gulch: Crossing a ridge at 
Mokelumne Hill which once boasted a 
population of 12,000, we dropped down 
the narrow winding road into the gorge 
of the Mokelumne River, crossed the 
stream and gradually ascended into the 
town of Jackson. 

I turned the Harley west on State 
Route 88 to Pineville and then north a 
mile or two into the town of Volcano, 
named for the resemblance of the deep 
crater-like depression in which the town 
rests. In the early days, Volcano had a 
population of over 5000 and was quite 
famous for its dance halls and saloons. 
The town now might harbor 20 people. 
The old Sibley’s Brewery, erected in 
1857, is the only one left of the three 
that supplied the miners with their 
booze. The St. George Hotel built in 
1863 is still in use. 

In the center of town, the Old Abe 
Cannon still stands. Forged in Boston 
in 1837, it was shipped around the horn 
to San Francisco and brought to Volcano 
by wagon. It’s the earliest dated six- 
pounder in the U.S. and settled the Civil 
War for Volcano’s partisan residents 
without firing a shot. This sleepy ham- 
let is crammed with historical landmarks 
and Fay and I spent the better part of an 
hour moseying around and having a cup 
of tea at the restaurant. 

We followed Sutter Creek back to the 
town of Sutter Creek and headed north 
again. Amador City and Drytown fell be- 
hind and we passed through Plymouth in 
the proverbial blink of an eye. This vil- 
lage at one time had an unfortunate in- 
cident with motorcycle outlaws and has 
since retailiated with a city ordinance 
forbidding more than three motorcycles 
in or riding through the town at once, 
The truth is the hamlet wouldn’t hold 
many more than three. 

Placerville, established in 1848 was 
our lunch stop. We ate at the Blue Bell 
Cafe, just up Main Street from the old 
hanging tree that is now built into one 
of the buildings. This old time town is 
located along the Transcontinental 
Route 50.It was a stopping place for the 
overland mail and the Pony Express. 
The overland telegraph also passed 
through here, 

Many famous men started out in 
Placerville; John Studebaker manufac- 
tured wheelbarrows for the miners long 
before he started on automobiles. Mark 
Hopkins of railroad’ fame operated a 
grocery and Philip D. Armour started in 
Placerville as a butcher. 

After replacing some broken saddle- 
bag bolts, we rode north and followed a 
high ridge overlooking the beautiful 
gorge of the American River into Coloma. 
Orchards were on every side of us, the 
main crop being pears. 


Where It All Started 


Coloma was established at the site 
of Sutter’s Sawmill where on January 24, 
1848, James Marshal discovered the gold 
that started the great migration to Cali- 
fornia and altered the course of history 
of the entire Pacific Coast. 

We parked the Harley and walked 
along the bank of the river where the 
sawmill once stood. All that is left now 
is a stone pillar about 20 feet offshore. 
Marshal’s cabin nearby has been re- 
stored and is open to the public. 

Back on the road, we proceeded, 
twisting and turning through a very 
prosperous ranching area and then 
dropped via several sharp switchbacks 
into the gorge of the American River, 
across the river, through Aubum and 
into Grass Valley. 

This community was named in 1849 
forthe rich green valley in which it lies, 
We paused for a couple of hours and had 
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tea, then rode on toward Nevada City. 

Mist had been spitting on us off and 
on all day, but I was starting to get 
concerned over the black menacing 
clouds to the east over Truckee way. 
Spying a Highway Patrol Station on the 
outskirts of Grass Valley, we pulled in 
and sought information on the weather 
ahead. The desk sergeant told us that it 
was not only raining up there, but that 
high water covered several roads and a 
couple of bridges were out. Not wanting 
to sleep in the rain, we decided to take 
a room at the next town. 


Relics of the Past 


Nevada City is truly a story-book 
town of quaint and picturesque old relics 
depicting its interesting and historic 
past. John Marshall was the first white 
man to pan gold here on Deer Creek in 
1848. By 1850, there were more than 
10,000 miners working within a 3 mile 
radius of where Marshall made his dis- 
covery. It was not uncommon for them 
to take out a quart of dust a day worth 
about $6,000. The assay office is said 
to have assayed over 27 million dollars 
in gold. It is well over a hundred years 
oldandis stillin use as an assay office. 

The city is built in Deer Creek Can- 
yon with many houses clinging to the 
steep slopes. The main street from the 
National Hotel to the old Firehouse #1 
retains most of the atmosphere of the 
early gold rush days including a very 
steep incline, Our trusty Harley, over- 
loaded as it was, never faltered or 
missed on this or any other grade it 
encountered. 


Tth Day Tuesday 232 miles 


We took our leave of the Mother Lode 
route when we turned west on State 
Route 20 toward Truckee. After breakfast 
near Soda Springs, I picked up Highway 
40 and pulled off at the Donner Memorial 
State Park. 

This park commenorates what must 
be the goriest event of pioneer days, 
when the Donner Party became stranded 
without food in the winter of 1846 and 
had to resort to cannabalism. Looking at 
the beautiful surroundings, it is hard to 
realize that during the winter, the snow 
gets so deep here that even our modern 
day equipment can’t keep it cleared. 

We got a quick look at the memorial 
statue before a shower persuaded us 
that the museum would be more interest- 
ing and much drier. It was wet but quick 
and we were soon on our way. 

At Truckee we turned north on State 
Route 89 to Sierraville. From the two- 
lane road we could see many dead trees 
temaining from the tremendous fires of 
1960 and ‘61. Thousands of acres of 
fine pine timber were destroyed in the 
infamous “Truckee Burn,” 

Sierraville, a general store, post of- 
fice and cafe, lies in a beautiful green 
valley where cattle and hog raising pre- 
dominate. The pastoral silence is 
shattered every 3 to 5 minutes by giant 
lumber trucks as they blast their way to 
the Truckee saw mills carrying one or 
two monstrous logs. 

Rough Going 

Just north of Sattley we encountered 
extremely rough going in some road con~ 
struction. Chuckholes a foot in diameter 
were not uncommon and a few looked 
capable of swallowing the Harley and us 
too. Covering all this was an abundance 
of old gumbo mud, sometimes three’ in- 
ches deep, as slick and sloppy as a hog 
wallow. 

I down-shifted to low and held our 
speed between 8 and 10 miles an hour. 
Below 5 mph our ungainly luggage box 
utterly destroyed all of the stability 
built in the big twin. There was no 
problem on the level and going uphill, 
but it was a weird feeling coming down 
the grades faster than the wheels were 
turing. Something like a slow motion 
toboggan. Workmen along the edge of the 
road stared as we passed, probably ex- 
pecting us to take a sprawling beauty 
treatment at any moment. 

Five miles in low gear and the slop 
hadn’t gotten above the foot boards. 
Fifty feet away from solid road and we 
were home free — or sol thought — until 
a great big Olds came barreling toward 
us. When he hit the mud, all we could 
see was a solid wall of goop which 
wound up all over us and the Harley. Vee 
cleaned up at the next service station, 
but it took 3 weeks to get it all off the 
machine. 

Our lunch in Quincy consisted of 
swiss cheese and salami. It was still 
drizzling when we pulled out and aimed 
for Lassen National Park. North of Quin- 
Cy, the road twisted through the Grizzly 
Mountains and often paralleled the rail- 
road tracks. At one point we had a very 
good but fleeting look at a “Y” junction 
of the rails built ona 100-foot high trestle.

The traps were spread about in 
the hills and gullies giving the con- 
testants a chance to stir upa little 
breeze while cowtrailing between 
sections. Unfortunately, the springs 
in the area are nearly dried up at 
this time of year, the only relief 
from the heat being found in the 
shade of the sycamore groves that 
dot the area. 

In spite of the heat most of the 
riders considered this a fine Trials 
because of the challenging traps. 
Both amateur and veteran found the 
sections demanded a great amount 
of skill. A trap which is more diffi- 
than the usual causes the rider to 
return to it each time with a desire 
‘to try to find the perfect line through 
it, or the precise combination of 
throttle, brake, clutch and body lean 
that produces a clean ride. 


They Wanted More 

Even after the event, many riders 
tried over and over to find that per- 
fect combination. This kind of prac- 
tice on an actual Trials course is 
the most beneficial way for a rider 
to increase his skill. In future Trials 
he will encounter similar traps and 
will be able to analyze the trap be- 
fore he rides through it, thus shav- 
ing points from his score. 

The sections of this meet con- 
sisted of a variety of different sur- 
faces. The area featured rounded,

house-sized, granite boulders crop- 
ping out of the sandy ground. Riders 
found themselves climbing these 
seemingly impossible obstacles, 
turning about on them and descend- 
ing from them. 

Variety Of Terrain 

On another portion of the course 
an excellent trap was set up in a 
sycamore grove. It began with a 
sandy downhill, worked into a series 
of switchbacks through the foliage, 
then hopped a fallen tree trunk and 
went through a particularly tricky 
patch of spongy leaf mulch that 
caught many riders searching for 
wheel grip. 

True to form, young Jim Wilson, 
200cc Triumph Cub, turned in an 
amazing performance by dropping 
only 3 points. 

Glossary of Trials — Clean: A 
term used to describe the act riding 
an entire section without losing 
any points.
